DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to applicant's filing of 1 2/22/2004. 

The applicant is advised that the present applicant has serious deficiencies which cannot 
be remedied by amendment. In particular, the specification contains no indication of how the 
'hidden information 5 is hidden inside the card, how the card is constructed, or how this hidden 
information is retrieved. These elements would need to be shown in order for one to make or use 
the invention. 

Such information could not, however, be simply added by amendment. THE 
APPLICANT IS NOT PERMITTED TO ADD NEW MATTER to the specification. If the 
applicant were to include information on how to make and use the claimed invention, the 
applicant would be adding new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. 

If the applicant wishes to submit a full disclosure which shows how to make and use the 
claimed invention, the applicant would have to file a new application , because this information 
cannot be added to the present application without being new matter. The applicant is strongly 
advised, if the applicant wishes to continue pursuing the inventive concept by filing a new 
application, to employ the services of a qualified patent attorney or agent . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. In 
particular, the applicant claims that various information is 'hidden inside' the card, but the 
specification contains no indication of how the information is hidden inside the card, how the 
card is constructed, or how this hidden information is retrieved. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In particular, the applicant claims 
that various information is 'hidden inside' the card, but the specification contains no indication 
of how the information is hidden inside the card, how the card is constructed, or how this hidden 
information is retrieved. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

(a) For examining purpose, the examiner interprets the claim as follows: 
—A credit card comprising: a hidden picture thereon, and optionally other hidden 

identifying information, wherein said hidden picture and optionally other hidden information 
appears as the card is scanned.— 

Appropriate clarification and correction is required in next communication. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Soules 
et al. [US 5,522,623-referred as Soules]. 
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Soules teaches a credit card 10, 20, 30 comprising a hidden picture 16, 26, 36 thereon , 
wherein said hidden picture of the card appears as the card is scanned (see the abstract; col. 6, 
lines 1+; col. 9, lines 5+; col. 10, lines 18+; and figures 1-3). 



Remarks 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution.
